High-level  officials  and  em¬ 
ployees  of  the  VIP  and  NOVA  tele¬ 
phone  companies  have  told  The 
Daily  Universe  about  practices  in¬ 
cluding  overloading  calling  cir¬ 
cuits,  listening  in  on  private  tele¬ 
phone  conversations,  shutting 
down  the  system  without  notifying 
customers  and  misrepresenting 
the  product  to  potential  buyers. 

Melvin  Gish,  president  of  NOVA 
Telecommunication  Inc.  described 
himself  as  also  “technically  tied”  to 
VIP.  He  said  NOVA  offered  a  flat 
rate,  unlimited  calling  long-dis¬ 
tance  service  that  cost  $100  per 
month  in  addition  to  conventional 
pay-by-the-call  service. 

However,  customers  of  the  un¬ 
limited  calling  system  would  actu¬ 
ally  only  get  an  average  usage  of 
five  minutes  a  day  or  15  minutes 
every  three  days,  said  Gish  —  if 
they  were  able  to  get  into  the  sys¬ 
tem  at  all.  Some  customers,  such  as 
Mike  Jensen,  a  junior  majoring  in 
zoology  from  Pleasanton,  Calif., 
say  they  never  got  in. 

Gish  explained,  “We  started  out 
with  four  circuits:  two  for  in-state 
calls  and  two  for  calls  made  outside 
of  Utah.”  Gish  said  the  in-state  cir¬ 
cuits  were  eventually  reduced  to 
one. 

One  in-state  circuit  does  not 
leave  much  space  for  access,  ac¬ 
cording  to  an  operations  manager 
for  Intermountain  Telephone 
Corp.  Gary  Jensen  said  one  cus¬ 
tomer  could  actually  tie  up  the  line 
for  an  hour.  In  the  case  of  multiple 
customers  trying  to  access  the  sin¬ 
gle  circuit,  he  explained,  “If  a  com¬ 
pany  had  55  customers,  all  55 
would  have  to  dial  continually  in  a 
one-hour  period  in  order  for  a  maxi¬ 
mum  of  11  customers  to  get 
through  and  use  the  line.  Once  one 
got  through,  he  would  only  be  al- 
loted  5  minutes  if  the  other  10  were 
to  get  on  also.” 

Gish  said  he  developed  a  system 
he  felt  would  help  to  control  cus¬ 
tomers’  usage,  necessary  to  give  all 
the  customers  their  alloted  time  as 
well  as  make  a  profit.  “The  only 
way  the  system  can  function  is  if 
people  can’t  get  on  as  much  as  they 
want,”  he  said,  adding  that  NOVA 
“busied  the  circuits”  when  they 
didn’t  have  enough  customers  on 
the  system  in  an  effort  to  keep  the 
business  profitable. 

“It  was  a  first-come-first-served 


process,”  said  Gish,  adding  that  he 
feels  responsible  personally  and 
morally  for  those  who  did  not  get 
the  service  they  were  promised  or 
that  they  had  anticipated,  but  in¬ 
sisted  that  the  business  was  run 
fairly  and  legitimately. 

“Unlimited  calling  is  a  trick 
phrase,”  he  said.  He  explained  that 
customers  could  call  as  much  as 
they  wanted  but  this  didn’t  mean 
they  would  get  into  the  system  to 
place  a  call.  “It’s  a  game  of  roulette 
—  with  this  kind  of  service  you 
take  your  chances.  F or  me  this  is  a 
telephone  raffle  system.” 

And,  according  to  a  former 
NOVA  employee,  students  who 
did  manage  to  place  their  calls 
probably  did  not  have  as  much  pri¬ 
vacy  as  they  might  have  liked. 

Nathan  Hale,  a  senior  from 
Mesa,  Ariz.,  majoring  in  financial 
planning  who  was  NOVA’s  re¬ 
gional  sales  representative,  said  he 
stopped  working  for  NOVA  after 
two  weeks  because  he  felt  the  com¬ 
pany  was  “unethical  and  immoral.” 
One  of  his  major  concerns  was 
NOVA’s  method  of  monitoring 
calls. 

“They  would  listen  to  the  stu¬ 
dents’  conversations  and  find  out 
who  was  sharing  a  code  with  a 
friend,”  he  said. 

Gish  confirmed  this.  “Through 
monitoring,  we  heard  people’s 
lines.  From  the  types  of  conversa¬ 
tions  heard,  we  could  tell  whether 
the  person  was  a  hacker  and  trace 
the  call.”  Gish  defined  a  hacker  as 
someone  who  had  unauthorized 
use  of  the  access  codes,  which  he 
said  includes  those  who  used 
friend’s  numbers. 

The  monitoring  system  cur¬ 
rently  being  used  by  BYU,  how¬ 
ever,  is  not  capable  of  monitoring 
conversations  and  only  traces  the 
numbers  called  by  the  dial  tones 
made,  said  Detective  Steve  Baker 
of  the  University  Police. 

NOVA  apparently  also  had 
problems  communicating  with  peo¬ 
ple  who  had  bought  the  service. 
The  company  stopped  operations 
twice —  once  temporarily  and  then 
for  good  —  without  letting  cus¬ 
tomers  know. 

“We  operated  for  a  time  —  two 
weeks  —  and  then  shut  down  for  a 
week,”  Gish  said.  “We  then  opened 
up  again  and  ran  for  three  or  four 
more  weeks.”  He  added  that  the 
system  was  in  operation  for  six 
weeks  total. 

The  customers  were  never  noti-

Student  survey 
indicates  support 
of  endorsements

This  semester  there  has  been  quite 
a  to-do  about  the  off-campus  resident 
assistants  and  the  continuing  ecclesi¬ 
astical  endorsement. 

We  suggested  to  ASBYU  presi¬ 
dent,  Jon  Coleman,  that  a  non-bind¬ 
ing  referendum  be  attached  to  the 
ASBYU  elections  ballot  to  determine 
student  opinion  regarding  the  two  is-

sues.  We  believed  the  referendum 
would  dramatically  increase  student 
participation  in  ASBYU  elections. 

We  also  hoped  referendum  results 
would  be  useful  to  the  BYU  adminis¬ 
tration  and  would  foster  a  closer  ad¬ 
ministrator/student  relationship  by 
providing  a  means  to  address  student 
concerns. 

Coleman  stated  in  a  March  23 
Viewpoint  in  The  Daily  Universe  he 
had  rejected  the  use  of  a  referendum 
because  he  felt  a  random  sample  of 
students  conducted  by  ASBYU 
would  more  reliably  determine  stu¬ 
dent  opinion. 

ASBYU  elections  are  now  over.  It 
is  impossible  to  vote  on  the  referen¬ 
dum.  At  press  time  no  ASBYU  sur¬ 
vey  to  assess  student  opinion  had 
come  forth.  Therefore,  we  obliged 
Coleman  and  randomly  sampled  BYU 
students  on  several  subjects  of  inter¬ 
est  to  our  campus.  Because  of  non-re¬ 


sponse  to  some  of  the  questions,  the 
sample  sizes  for  the  questions  ranged 
from  94  to  105  out  of  a  possible  105. 

The  study  was  comprised  of  seven 
questions: 

1.  Would  you  want  to  vote  on  the  ad¬ 
ministration’s  proposed  use  of  Resi¬ 
dent  Assistants  (RA’s)  for  off-campus 
housing? 

2 .  In  addition  to  the  ecclesiastical  en¬ 
dorsement  form  signed  prior  to  at¬ 
tending  the  university,  would  you  like 
to  vote  on  whether  or  not  a  continuing 
ecclesiastical  endorsement  is  needed? 

3.  Since  the  ASBYU  president  re¬ 
fused  to  let  students  vote  on  issues 
such  as  these,  do  you  feel  he  has  ade¬ 
quately  represented  you? 

4.  Do  you  think  the  University  admin¬ 
istration’s  proposed  use  of  RA’s  for 
off-campus  housing  should  be  insti¬ 
tuted? 

5.  In  addition  to  the  ecclesiastical  en¬ 
dorsement  form  signed  prior  to  at¬ 
tending  the  university,  do  you  ap¬ 
prove  of  an  annual  continuing 
ecclesiastical  endorsement? 

6.  Do  you  know  the  ASBYU  presi¬ 
dent’s  name? 

7.  Which  do  you  think  would  best  rep¬ 
resent  you  as  a  student?  a)  The  cur¬ 
rent  ASBYU  format,  b)  A  student 
congress  made  up  of  elected  repre¬ 
sentatives  from  each  of  the  colleges  at 
BYU? 

The  results? 

We  found  that  77  percent  of  the 
students  surveyed  would  like  to  vote 
on  the  question  of  RA’s.  Further¬ 
more,  we  are  95  percent  confident  the 
true  percentage  of  students  who 
would  like  to  vote  on  this  issue  is 
between  69  and  86  percent.

“The  responses  have  been  generally  positive, 
with  people  trying  to  adjust  to  the  demands  of  the 
talk  as  it  applied  to  them,”  Cannon  said. 

The  talk  has  probably  had  more  impact  on  the 
mature,  integrated  residential  wards  than  on  the 
student  wards,  Cannon  said. 

“It’s  harder  for  a  woman  who’s  been  working  for 
15  years  to  pull  out  than  for  a  woman  who’s  just 
been  working  to  help  her  husband  through  school,” 
said  Cannon. 

Robert  H.  Daines,  president  of  the  BYU  11th 
Stake,  also  made  up  of  married  students,  said  some 
of  the  stake  members  felt  relieved  by  President 
Benson’s  talk. 


“One  reaction  I  received  from  a  number  of  stu¬ 
dents  was  that  they  felt  very  vindicated  in  terms  of 
the  decisions  they  were  making  in  their  lives.  They 
are  choosing  a  more  traditional  role  in  the  home, 
and  felt  their  choices  were  supported  by  President 
Benson’s  talk,”  he  said. 

Erlend  D.  Peterson,  president  of  the  BYU  6th 
Stake,  agreed.  “We  had  a  large  contigency  that 
apppreciated  the  talk.  So  much  recognition  has 
been  given  to  the  working  female  and  they  had 
chosen  to  be  mothers.”  he  said. 

But  not  all  reacted  that  way.  “Clearly,  there 
were  those  who  were  concerned  about  the  speech,” 
said  Daines. 

Daines  said  the  focus  they  had  in  their  stake  was 
that  President  Benson’s  speech  was  a  speech  of 
great  principle  and  the  church  teaches  principles.

Third  Marine  arrested  in  embassy  case 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  A  thii'd  Marine  who  worked  as  a  security  guard  in 
Moscow  and  Leningrad  and  in  the  U.  S.  Embassy  in  Rome  has  been  arrested  on 
suspicion  of  espionage,  causing  American  officials  to  broaden  their  investiga¬ 
tions  into  security  breaches  in  American  diplomatic  missions. 

Sgt.  John  Hoseph  Weirick,  26,  of  Eureka,  Calif.,  was  arrested  Tuesday 
night  and  held  in  the  brig  at  Camp  Pendleton,  Calif.,  said  Robert  Sims,  chief 
Defense  Department  spokesman.  He  is  suspected  of  espionage  while  working 
as  a  security  guard  at  the  American  consulate  in  Leningrad  in  1981  and  1982, 
Sims  said. 

Sims  declined  to  elaborate  on  the  specific  nature  of  the  allegations  concern¬ 
ing  Weirick  beyond  saying  the  Marine  had  become  involved  with  Soviet 
women.  But  other  Pentagon  officials,  -speaking  on  condition  of  anonymity,  said 
military  investigators  now  believe  that  Weirick  “got  some  money  from  the 
Russians”  and  “may  have  allowed  access  to  the  consulate;  more  limited  than 
Lonetree,  but  access.” 

The  arrest  of  Sgt.  Calyton  J.  Lonetree  in  December  triggered  the  current 
military  investigation,  which  has  so  far  led  to  three  other  arrests.  Lonetree 
and  Col.  Arnold  Bracy,  who  worked  together  as  Moscow  embassy  guards  in 
1985  and  1986,  have  been  charged  with  espionage. 

Staff  Sgt.  Robert  S.  Stufflebeam  was  charged  Wednesday  with  three  counts 
of  improperly  fraternizing  with  Soviet  women. 


Iran  secrecy  disturbs  new  CIA  director 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  CIA  director-designate  William  Webster  said 
today  he  would  resign  if  the  Reagan  administration  decided  not  to  tell  Con¬ 
gress  of  operations  such  as  the  secret  arms  sales  to  Iran. 

Webster,  now  the  FBI  director,  told  the  Senate  Intelligence  Committee 
that  withholding  congressional  notification  in  such  cases  violates  “the  spirit  of 
the  law.”  His  comments  came  at  his  confirmation  hearing  to  become  CIA 
director. 

Webster’s  position  runs  counter  to  the  actions  the  Reagan  administration 
took  in  the  Iran  operation  when  it  decided  not  to  inform  congressional  intelli¬ 
gence  committees  of  the  sales.  The  administration  never  did  tell  Congress  of 
the  arms  shipments,  which  were  disclosed  last  November  in  news  reports. 

The  FBI  director  also  disagreed  with  the  approach  the  administration  took 
in  engaging  in  the  Iran  arms  shipments  for  five  months  based  on  oral  approval 
from  Reagan  before  having  the  president  sign  a  written  finding  authorizing 
them  on  Jan.  17, 1986. 


IRS  scores  75  percent  on  tax  questions 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Taxpayers  who  use  the  Internal  Revenue  Ser¬ 
vice’s  toll-free  telephone  lines  to  ask  questions  about  their  income  tax  returns 
are  getting  the  wrong  answer  nearly  a  quarter  of  the  time,  Congress  was  told 
today. 

The  General  Accounting  Office,  the  non-partisan  investigative  arm  of  Con¬ 
gress,  said  in  a  report  prepared  for  a  House  panel  that  its  investigators  posed 
as  taxpayers  to  ask  21  tax  law  questions  during  918  calls  to  IRS  assistance 
centers  across  the  country  between  F eb.  17  and  March  20. 

The  investigators  got  through  to  an  IRS  employee  61  percent  of  the  time  on 
their  first  call  and  87  percent  of  the  time  within  five  calls.  Of  the  793  answers 
the  IRS  provided,  63  percent  were  correct,  15  percent  were  correct  but 
incomplete  and  22  percent  were  incorrect. 

Even  if  given  incorrect  answers  by  the  IRS,  the  taxpayer  is  responsible  for 
filing  correct  information  on  a  return. 

IRS  officials  reviewed  the  questions  used  in  the  study  beforehand  to  ensure 
they  were  representative  of  those  posed  by  taxpayers,  and  they  agreed  with 
the  answers  the  GAO  investigators  considered  correct,  the  report  said. 


Bangerter  asks  legislature  to  speed  it  up 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  Gov.  Norm  Bangerter,  calling  the  55  mph 
speed  limit  “the  most-broken  law  since  prohibition,”  said  Wednesday  he  will 
ask  the  Utah  Legislature  to  raise  the  limit  on  the  state’s  rural  freeways  to  65 
mph. 

The  governor’s  announcement  follows  Congress’  approval  of  a  highway  bill 
which  gave  states  the  option  of  raising  the  speed  limit  on  rural  stretches  of  the 
national  interstate  system. 

“It  is  my  opinion  that  this  federal  legislation  is  a  great  victory  for  states’ 
rights,”  Bangerter  said  at  a  news  conference.  “The  time  is  long  passed  when 
we  should  have  taken  some  action  with  regard  to  the  national  maximum  speed 
limit,  particularly  in  the  vast  open  spaces  of  the  West.” 

The  increased  speed,  contained  in  a  highway  and  mass  transit  bill  that 
“Congress  enacted  April  2  over  President  Reagan’s  veto,  would  be  legal  on 
nearly  34,000  miles  of  the  43,291-mile  interstate  system.  The  speed  limit  must 
remain  at  55  mph  in  urban  areas  with  populations  of  50,000  or  more. 


Bangerter  gets  advice  from  students 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  Gov.  Norm  Bangerter  says  although  he  is  the 
one  teaching  a  University  of  Utah  class  on  state  government,  students  are 
giving  him  some  advice  on  how  to  run  Utah. 

“That’s  the  way  it  should  be,”  the  governor  said  after  the  initial  session  of  his 
“State  Government  in  the  ‘80s”  class.  “I  want  them  to  have  the  freedom  to  talk 
about  whatever  they  want  —  to  have  a  really  free-wheeling  discussion.” 

Topics  in  the  first  class  Tuesday  night  ranged  from  taxes  and  education  to 
the  arts  and  pumping  the  Great  Salt  Lake,  and  regardless  of  the  subject 
matter,  Bangerter  made  two  recurring  points:  a  politician  takes  risks,  and 
there  are  no  simple  answers. 

One  student  asked  if  the  recent  $150  million  tax  boost  wouldn’t  make  taxes 
so  high  that  it  would  actually  cut  the  state’s  revenues  by  killing  incentives  to 
work  and  to  make  profits. 

“It  could  and  it  might,”  Bangerter  said.  “There  is  a  certain  amount  of  risk.  I 
don’t  think  it  will  work  out  that  way,  but  we  won’t  know  for  some  time.” 


Owens  pushes  Wilson  for  governor 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Utah  Rep.  Wayne  Owens  is  seeking  support  for  a 
Utah  gubernatorial  candidacy  by  fellow  Democrat  and  former  Salt  Lake  City 
Mayor  Ted  Wilson,  a  television  station  says. 

KUTV  of  Salt  Lake  City,  in  a  story  reported  by  its  Washington  bureau 
Wednesday,  said  it  had  learned  that  Owens  recently  mailed  a  letter  to  about  20 
Democratic  Party  leaders  and  contributors  stating  that  Wilson  was  consider¬ 
ing  a  1988  run  for  the  governorship. 

In  the  letter,  Owens  quoted  a  recent  Deseret  News  poll  showing  Wilson 
leading  incumbent  Gov.  Norm  Bangerter  2-to-l.  While  Owens  said  that  lead 
could  not  be  expected  to  hold  up,  he  added  that  the  poll  did  indicate  Bangerter 
is  vulnerable. 

The  letter  encouraged  recipients  to  make  comments  directly  to  Wilson,  who 
is  director  of  the  University  of  Utah’s  Hinckley  Institute  of  Politics. 

Owens  said  he  sent  the  letter  to  labor  groups  and  the  chairman  of  the 
National  Democratic  Committee,  the  Democratic  Governors  Association  and 
other  powerful  Democrats. 

“I  am  encouraging  them  to  look  at  the  race  and  look  at  Ted  and  want  them  to 
know  what’s  going  on  out  there,”  he  said. 

Chuck  Dolan,  executive  director  of  the  Democratic  Governor’s  Association, 
has  said  Bangerter  can  be  defeated.

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Surveyed  teachers  see  honesty  in  BYU  students

BYU  students  are  basically  an  hon¬ 
est  bunch,  or  at  least  that  is  what 
professors  perceive,  according  to  a 
recent  Faculty  Advisory  Council  sur¬ 
vey. 

“The  vast  majority  of  BYU  stu¬ 
dents  are  honest  in  their  academic 
pursuits  and  should  be  commended 
for  it,”  said  Robert  Conlee,  chairman 
of  the  Academic  Honesty  Committee 
for  the  council. 

The  survey  found  that  a  faculty 
member  would  have  one  case  of  stu¬ 
dent  dishonesty  every  2.65  years  of 
academic  service,  according  to  Leon 
Hartshorn,  chairman  of  the  council. 

“It  may  range  as  high  as  one  inci¬ 


dence  per  year,  but  one  faculty  mem¬ 
ber  reported  that  he  had  none  in  23 
years  of  service,”  said  Conlee. 

Hartshorn  said  that  although  a  lot 
of  work  went  into  the  survey,  it  is  not 
totally  representative  of  the  the  fac¬ 
ulty  and  campus  as  a  whole.  For  one 
thing,  only  the  42  members  of  the 
council  were  surveyed.  Of  these,  only 
14,  or  33  percent,  responded. 

Even  though  this  is  a  small  sample 
of  the  faculty,  Conlee  said  he  feels  it  is 
representative  of  the  situation  on 
campus. 

“I  think  it  represents  the  wide 
range  that  exists  at  BYU.  Some 
teachers  would  expect  more  cases 
than  others  depending  on  their  teach¬ 
ing  situation.” 

He  said  it  would  be  logical  for  those 


who  have  small  classes,  do  not  use  the 
testing  center  and  monitor  their  own 
tests  to  have  a  lower  incidence  of 
cheating  than  those  with  larger 
classes. 

Conlee  went  on  to  say  the  testing 
center  reports  only  one  or  two  cases 
of  cheating  per  week  out  of  an  aver¬ 
age  of  3000  tests  administered.  “The 
problem  is  that  we  don’t  know  how 
many  cases  go  undetected,”  he  said. 

Most  recently,  the  standards  office 
decided  to  let  individual  instructors 
handle  cases  of  cheating. 

“There  are  very  good  guidelines  in 
the  faculty  handbook  concerning  the 


procedures  for  handling  this,  but 
many  have  not  looked  at  that  or  don’t 
know  what’s  expected,”  said 
Hartshorn. 

Faculty  recommendations  to  allevi¬ 
ate  cheating  include  continually  en¬ 
couraging  students  to  live  up  to  the 
Honor  Code,  additional  orientation 
for  incoming  freshmen  and  faculty 
nurturance  of  an  atmosphere  of  aca¬ 
demic  honesty, 

“The  main  thing  is  for  faculty  mem¬ 
bers  to  be  more  alert,  to  be  more  care¬ 
ful  in  looking  for  these  types  of  things, 
and  to  do  more  to  encourage  integrity 
and  honesty,”  said  Hartshorn.

This  letter  is  in  response  to  Cliff 
Harris’  disapproval  of  the  MedArt 
Birthing  Center  ads  in  the  Universe. 
Having  delivered  our  daughter  there 
recently,  we  feel  inclined  to  respond 
to  his  criticism. 

Professional  OB/GYNs  practice 
there.  By  carefully  screening  a 
woman’s  pregnancy,  they  determine 
if  she  is  low  risk  and  able  to  deliver  at 
the  center.  If  not,  they  deliver  her 
baby  at  the  hospital.  The  center  is 
well-equipped  and  we  never  felt 
mother  or  baby’s  health  were  in  dan¬ 
ger. 

Yes,  the  center  is  low  cost.  This  is 
because  1)  there  are  no  outrageous 
hospital  feds ,  and  2)  epidural  anesthe¬ 
sia,  which  most  hospital-delivering 
moms  opt  for,  and  which  cost  hun¬ 
dreds  of  dollars,  is  not  available.  (Al¬ 
ternative  pain  relief  methods,  such  as 
Lamaze,  are  stressed.) 

As  for  Mr.  Harris’  advice  to  get 
insurance  before  becoming  pregnant, 
we  would  like  to  see  the  hands  of 
those  students/parents  who  planned 
the  conception  of  their  first  child  that 
far  in  advance.  (Health  plans  almost 
never  pay  maternity  costs  unless  the 
pregnancy  began  a  certain  length  of 
time  after  the  insurance  coverage  is 
begun.) 

This  is  good  advice,  however,  and 
we  hope  student  couples  are  able  to 
obtain  good  maternity  coverage. 

The  main  reason  we  had  our  baby  at 
the  center  is  because  each  woman  is 
made  to  feel  she  is  doing  something 
creative  and  personal,  and  not  like 
she  is  just  an  expanding  abdomen  on  a 
baby-making  conveyor  belt.  Our  doc¬ 
tor  stayed  with  us  the  whole  time  dur¬ 
ing  labor  and  delivery.  A  couple  we 
know  had  a  traumatic  experience  at  a 
hospital.  The  doctor  showed  up  after 
hours  of  labor  and  didn’t  even  go  in 
the  delivery  room  until  the  head  was 
visible.  He  showed  up  to  catch  the 
baby  and  collect  his  fee. 

A  competent  birthing  center  is 
wonderful  for  healthy  mothers.  Birth 
is  miraculous  and  personal  and  par¬ 
ents  deserve  all  the  care,  concern  and 
attention  they  can  get.

tied  of  either  shut  down,  he  said,  and 
would  just  get  a  busy  signal  when 
placing  a  call.  Eventually  a  recording 
told  the  user  the  phone  service  was  no 
longer  working.  Gish  said  money  was 
not  refunded  because  students  had 
used  up  the  month  they  had  paid  for 
by  the  time  NOVA  closed. 

Wayne  Voorheis,  BYU  network 
services  manager  said,  “If  I  had  ser¬ 
vice  with  a  company. .  .and  the  service 
was  shut  down  and  wasn’t  working,  I 
would  have  reasonable  expectations 
of  getting  my  money  back.  ” 

In  addition,  some  students  have 
complained  about  misrepresentation 
by  NOVA  salesmen  of  how  the  unlim¬ 
ited  calling  service  could  be  used. 

On  Oct.  2,  Mike  Jensen  went  to  the 
VIP  offices  and  signed  a  contract  with 
NOVA  for  unlimited  long-distance 
calling  for  a  flat  rate  of  $100.  “I  asked 
them  if  my  sister  could  use  my  access 
code  also.  The  sales  representative, 
Nathan  Hale,  told  me  she  could  even 
though  the  contract  stated  differ¬ 
ently.  He  said  the  contract  only 
meant  we  couldn’t  use  the  number  at 
the  same  time  or  it  wouldn’t  go 
through.” 

Hale  himself  said  one  reason  he  quit 
NOVA  was  because  of  conflicting 
things  company  officials  told  him.  “I 
was  told  that  students  could  use  more 
than  one  on  a  line,  but  we  were  always 
told  one  thing  and  then  something 
else  would  happen.” 

Gish  said  that  he  knew  salesmen 
were  telling  people  they  could  share 
codes,  but  added  there  was  nothing 
he  could  do  about  it.  “I  heard  about  it 
and  tided  to  stop  it.” 

In  addition,  the  two  companies  sold 
and  resold  access  codes  in  a  very  short 
period  of  time,  causing  some  confu¬ 
sion  among  customers. 

NOVA  was  started  up  as  a  trial 
venture,  Gish  said.  Part  of  its  purpose 
was  to  work  out  the  bugs  in  its  unlim¬ 
ited  long-distance  calling  system,  he 
said,  after  which  it  was  planned  that 
VIP  would  j  oin  in  with  an  emphasis  on 
multi-level  marketing. 

Ron  Hansen,  president  of  VIP 
Long  Distance,  said  NOVA  sublet 
VIP  offices  from  September  until  the 
beginning  of  November,  when  NOVA 
went  dormant,  but  no  documents 
were  signed  because  it  was  done  “by 
word  of  mouth.” 

He  said,  “NOVA  approached  us 
and  asked  us  to  carry  traffic  for  them” 
the  week  prior  to  telephone  registra¬ 
tion  last  fall  at  BYU.  “We  sold  them 
(access  codes  that  went  through 
VIP’s  switching  station)  just  prior  to 
registration  —  the  last  week  in  Au¬ 
gust.”  Both  companies  were  repre¬ 
sented  in  the  ELWC  during  the  regis¬ 
tration  period. 

VIP  sold  only  conventional  long 
distance  service  then,  but  on  Sept.  11, 
NOVA  sold  VIP  back  the  codes  they 
had  purchased  in  August.  As  a  result, 
the  same  access  codes  were  passed 
from  VIP  to  NOVA  then  back  to  VIP 
in  less  than  three  weeks’  time. 

“The  timing  is  coincidental,”  said  • 
Hansen. 

Several  subscribers  said  this 
switching  back  and  forth  has  resulted 
in  billing  problems. 

Kris  Jensen,  a  senior  from  Idaho 
Falls,  Idaho,  who  is  majoring  in  hu¬ 
man  resources,  said,  “I  bought  (regu¬ 
lar  long  distance)  service  from  NOVA 
and  then  I  began  getting  bills  from 
VIP.  I  didn’t  even  realize  what  was 
going  on.”  He  added  that  the  -call 
crediting  system  also  seemed  to  be¬ 
come  a  bit  muddled  in  the  process.  “I 
was  never  charged  for  the  calls  I  had 
made,  but  I  began  getting  calls  on  my 
bills  that  I  had  never  made.” 

Mike  Jensen  reported  similar  trou-

Kris  Jensen  said  he  decided  this 
was  too  confusing  and  asked  VIP  for 
his  account  to  be  cleared  and  to  be 
sent  a  final  bill.  “A  little  while  later  I 
recieved  a  letter  and  an  access  code 
from  NOVA.  It  talked  about  an  un¬ 
limited  long-distance  service  I  could 
have  for  only  $100  a  month.” 

He  said  he  threw  the  material  away 
because  he  didn’t  want  to  have  any¬ 
thing  to  do  with  VIP  or  NOVA  again.

“It’s  a  standing  thing  with  the 
team,  if  they  get  a  perfect  game  with¬ 
out  any  errors  I’ll  treat  them  to  a 
steak  dinner,”  said  BYU  Coach  Tom 
Peterson.  The  Cougars  were  treated 
by  Peterson  after  the  perfect  game 
against  Purdue. 

Saturday,  BYU  played  No.  9  Ball 
State,  No.  10  Ohio  State  and  Grace- 
land  College,  who  were  runners  up  to 
BYU  in  the  Collegiate  Club  Champi¬ 
onships  last  year. 

B  YU  beat  the  Ball  State  Cardinals 
15-10,  15-11,  15-11  and  according  to 
Peterson,  “We  were  serving  very 
well.” 

Against  Ohio  State  BYU  lost  the 
first  game  11-15,  which  was  the  only 
game  they  lost  in  the  Invitational,  but 
overtook  the  Buckeyes  in  the  remain¬ 
ing  three  games  of  the  match,  15-9, 
15-10,  16-14. 

The  last  game  of  the  Invitational 
BYU  took  the  Graceland  Yellowjack- 
ets  15-12,  16-14,  15-3. 

“I  think  we  played  pretty  well,” 
commented  Peterson:  “We  used  a  dif¬ 
ferent  lineup  and  adjusted  very 
well.” 

“This  was  one  of  the  last  opportuni¬ 
ties  to  play  against  top  teams  and  it 
was  gratifying  to  know  we  can  beat 
them  away  instead  of  at  home,”  said 
Peterson.

for  the  estimate  of  students  who 
want  to  vote  on  this  issue  is  be¬ 
tween  52  and  71  percent. 

Eighty  percent  of  the  students 
felt  they  were  not  adequately 
represented  by  this  year’s  AS¬ 
BYU  president.  The  95  percent 
confidence  limits  for  those  stu¬ 
dents  who  felt  misrepresented 
was  between  73  and  88  percent. 

Concerning  the  RA  issue,  70 
percent  of  the  students  said  that 
off-campus  RA’s  should  not  be  in¬ 
stalled.  We  are  95  percent  confi¬ 
dent  that  the  true  percentage  of 
the  students  who  feel  this  way  is 
between  60  and  78  percent. 

Results  also  show  that  had  stu¬ 
dents  been  allowed  to  vote,  ap¬ 
proximately  83  percent  would 
have  supported  the  continuing 
endorsement  policy.  The  95  per¬ 
cent  confidence  limits  for  stu¬ 
dents  supporting  the  policy  is  be¬ 
tween  76  and  91  percent. 

Also,  we  found  only  29  percent 
of  the  students  surveyed  know 
the  ASBYU  president’s  name. 
The  95  percent  confidence  limits 
for  students  who  know  the  name 
of  ASB  YU’s  president  is  between 
20  percent  and  37  percent. 

Finally,  77  percent  of  the  stu¬ 
dents  surveyed  said  that  a  stu¬ 
dent  congress  would  better  rep¬ 
resent  them  than  does  ASBYU  as 
presently  constituted. 

We  are  95  percent  sure  the  per¬ 
centage  of  students  who  feel  this 
way  is  between  68  and  85  percent. 

The  results  in  every  case  were 
statistically  significant,  indicat¬ 
ing  students  have  a  definite  opin¬ 
ion  in  each  of  the  questions  asked. 

The  study  as  a  whole  shows 
that  students  would  like  to  have 
voted  through  the  proposed  ref¬ 
erendum. 

It  is  also  interesting  to  note  the 
majority  of  those  surveyed  indi¬ 
cated  support  for  the  new  ecclesi¬ 
astical  endorsement  require¬ 
ment,  and  opposition  to  the  use  of 
off-campus  RA’s. 


Citizens  learn  leadership

Current  and  potential  leaders  can 
polish  or  develop  their  leadership 
skills  by  enrolling  in  the  Utah  Valley 
Community  Leadership  Academy,  a 
civic  awareness  program.

taxes. 

During  the  second  year  of  the  pro¬ 
gram,  members  complete  an  extern- 
ship  that  involves  them  in  an  area  of 
community  leadership. 

“We’ve  had  people  do  everything 
from  being  a  beauty  pageant  leader  to 
setting  up  drug-abuse  seminars  in  the 
community.  One  man  fulfilled  his  ex¬ 
ternship  by  running  for  public  office,” 
Walton  said. 

Community  leadership  programs 
such  as  the  Academy  are  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  U.S.  Chamber  of 
Commerce  because  of  the  positive  ef¬ 
fect  they  have  on  the  community,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Walton.

The  problems  of  life  always  seem 
lighter  when  there  is  someone  to  talk 
to  and,  according  to  Gerry  Johnston, 
that  is  why  People  Who  Care  —  a 
support  group  for  parents,  spouses 
and  adult  family  members  of  homo¬ 
sexuals  —  was  organized. 

“Facing  the  homosexuality  of 
someone  close  to  us  can  be  a  very 
painful  struggle,”  said  Johnston,  co¬ 
ordinator  of  the  support  group.  “One 
of  the  most  helpful  approaches  to¬ 
ward  working  through  the  difficult 
emotions  and  the  lack  of  understand¬ 
ing  is  to  talk  with  others  —  people 
who  have  been  there,  people  who 
know  what  you  are  going  through, 
people  who  can  help  you  to  face  the 
realities,  people  who  feel  the  way  you 
feel  and  people  who  care  about  you.” 

Johnston’s  interests  in  organizing  a 
support  group  came  after  her  son 
“came  out  of  the  closet”  15  months 


makes  us  avoid  people  who  are  homo¬ 
sexual,”  said  Johnston. 

One  of  the  main  goals  of  the  support 
group  is  to  keep  the  lines  of  communi¬ 
cations  open  in  the  family.  “We  want 
to  keep  that  intact,”  Johnston  said. 
“This  together  with  the  sharing  of  in¬ 
formation  is  very  important. 

“There  may  be  students  on  campus 
who  know  of  someone  who  needs  to 
talk  about  this  issue,”  she  added. 
“Maybe  students  want  to  talk  to  their 
parents,  but  are  reluctant  because 
they  think  their  parents  have  no  one 
to  talk  to.” 

People  Who  Care  meets  monthly  on 
the  third  Sunday  evening  at  7  p.m. 
The  public  is  invited  to  attend  the 
informal  group  meetings.

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“I  cried  and  accused  him  and  won¬ 
dered  what  would  happen  to  the  fam¬ 
ily  and  what  would  happen  with 
church,”  she  said.  “It’s  something  you 
think  you’ll  never  have  to  face.  When 
it  hits  you,  it  blows  you  away.  I  felt 
absolutely  helpless.” 

Johnston  said  counselors  gave  her 
good  direction,  but  she  still  needed  to 
study  about  homosexuality  and  find 
people  that  felt  like  she  did.  Six 
months  later  she  found  someone  to 
talk  to. 

“It  was  May  before  I  met  anyone 
who  could  even  say  the  word  homo¬ 
sexuality,”  she  said.  “Two  months  af¬ 
ter  that,  I  met  two  more  women  and 
found  what  it  meant  to  me  to  meet 
together  with  them.  I  felt  like  I  could 
begin  to  breathe  again.” 

Shortly  after  they  organized  Peo¬ 
ple  Who  Care. 

She  said  part  of  her  drive  to  orga¬ 
nize  the  support  group  comes  from  a 
concern  for  people  coupled  with  a 
background  in  public  relations.
